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DETAILED ACTION 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure.

Specification 

The following errors have been noted in the specification: in line 18 of page 2 "water" 
has been misspelled, in line 1 of Table 1 as shown on page 5 "for" has been misspelled, , and in 
line 26 of page 8 "the" has been misspelled. 



Claim Objections 

Claims 5 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: in line 3 of claim 5 
it appears "C e D" should read --C and D-, and in line 3 of claim 8 "on the" should read -on 
the-. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 



The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for the visual signaling means, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for a tactile and/or electronic signaling means. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or practice the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. No description is made 
that describes how one of ordinary skill would produce either a tactile or electronic rotation 
signaling means for a mattress, and as such these claims set forth an invention that is not 
supported by the specification. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 to 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

There is no antecedent basis for the following terms in the claims: "the mattress" 
in line 2 of claim 1, "the correct position of the mattress" in line 4 of claim 1, "the four possible 
positions" and "the bed" in line 6 of claim 1, "the external factors" in line 7 of claim 1, "the 
useful life" in line 8 of claim 1, "the signal means" of 7 of claim 5, "the down mattress" in line 3 
of claim 13, and "the straw and cotton mattress" in line 3 of claim 14. Claim 2 is vague and 
indefinite and simply does not make any clear sense. Regarding claims 5 and 6, the phrase 
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"preferably" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following 
the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 to 17, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102) as being clearly 
anticipated by the published U.S. application to Esterman (US2003/0029062). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Schweiso shows a mattress label rotation system that is of particular interest. DeBoer 
shows a bedding change indicator device which is of general interest.
